Have Skin Like an Eel, IdentUUd 


as a "Shark Sucker." 


Mr. James H. <;ale, 
Of Tolchester 


Beach. Md., it-eently submitted a quoer 
looking fUh for identification. It was 
oauirht near Tulch^ster. 


Tho specimen was about 1C Inches 


lone ami had n sk>n like an egg's, seem- 
ingly entirelj devoid of scales. 
The 


body was elongated, tapering behind; 
the lower jaw was longer than the up- 
per, \\ith the head decidedly flattened. 
Above the head \vas quite a long, oval 
disk, presenting from the middle of 
both sides oblique tnmbverse cartila- 
ginous- plates, arranged like the fclats 
of a Venetian blind. 


On the middle of the under surface 


were .--pine-like projections connecter! 
by short bands with the skull and 
veriebjasjfe partly suctorial arid partly

They are thus when fastened

The peculiar structure on the upper 
side ol the head, suggesting tho sole 
of a rubber shoe, is a modification of 
the dorsal fin, by means of which the 
sucker attaches itself to sharks or oth- 
er lartre fishes, apparently causing 
them no inconvenience, and feeding on 
the remnants of the shark's meals. 
There are a. number of other species 
foiuid on 0111 const, but this is by far 
the commonest and bebt known."—Bal- 
timorc Hun.

FORMATION OF 


Inception of the T«f«t«ri That : 


(traction anil Il«mtk 


To get an idea of a cyclone's forma- 


tion imagine a large chcular pan or 
tub with quite a large hole In the mid. 
die of the bottom. With this hol« 
plugged, fill the vessel with water; then 
draw out the plug and watch. Thert 
is first a rush of water from all direc- 
tions toward the hole and a turbulent 
effort to get through. Then the water 
surface above begins to sink and swirl, 
the particles gradually circling around 
and around, and rushing, ever faster, 
toward the center. At last there is ac- 
tually a hollow space through the cen- 
ter, around which all the water in tne 
tub is whirling, sluggishly near the 
rim, 
but with mere and more violent 


rapidity toward the middle, until it 
rushes downward through the bottom. 
Now. 
if that water were air you would 


be watching a little cyclone turned up- 
side down, for the air rushes upward 
instead of downward. 


In tfee cradle of cyclones during the 


summer momhs, when the land and 
the water grow hotter and hotter be- 
cause of the longer days than nights, 
a layer of air, hot, light and full of 
vapor, is for a time held down by dens- 
er air above it. Restless, expanding, 
tumultuous, it moves about like a beast 
at bay, until a thinner place in the air 
above is 
found. Then up it madly 


rushes and into the vacuum left be- 
hind the lower atmosphere hastens 
from all directions, pushing and twist- 
ing and pouring upward until it liaa 
fallen into a regular spinning around 
a common center. The cyclone, once 
formed, rushes away from the tropics 
toward the pole, and begins its career 
of destruction, bruising, wrecking and 
sinking the luckless ships which hap- 
pen to be in its path. More and more 
of 
the 
surrounding atmosphere is 


drawn into the whirl, until the storm 
often covers an area nearly 1,000 milea 
in diameter. Sometimes it flings itself 
upon our Atlantic coast 
and tears 


fiercely through the forests, fields and 
cities. Then again 
it sweeps away 


across the broad ocean and dashes it- 
self upon the coa^ls of Europe. Once 
in a while It so adroitly avoids the 
lanfl that we never know it has passed 
until ships come in torn and broken.

The Cockatoo's Nut-Cracker BUI. 
There is a wonderful cockatoo In one 


of the islands of the Indian Ocean, 
near New Guinea. It Is as large as a 
full-grown pheasant, and it is of a jet 
black1" color. The bird Is remarkable 
for its immensely strong bill and the 
rlever manner in which it is used. The 
bill is as hard as steel, and the upper 
part has a deep notch. 


Now, 
the favorite food of the cocka- 


too is the canary nut; but there is a 
wonderful ingenuity required to get at 
it, for the nut is something like a 
Brazil nut, but it Is ten times as hard. 
In fact, it requires the blow of a heavy 
hammer to crack it. It is quite smooth 
and somewhat triangular In shape. Na- 
ture appears to have given the possesor 
of the wonderful bill some intelligence 
to direct its powers, for the cockatoo 
takes one of the nuts edgewise in, its 
bill, and by a curving motion of its 
sharp lower beak makes a small notch 
on it. This done, the bird takes hold 
of the nut with its claws, and, biting 
off a piece of leaf, retains it in the deep 
notch of the tipper part of the bill. 
Thren the nut Is seized between the up- 
per and lower parts of the bill, and is 
prevented slipping by the peculiar tex- 
ture of the leaf. A sharp nip or two 
breaks off a tiny piece of the shell of 
the nut. The bird then seizes the nut 
in its claws and pokes the long, sharp 
point ol" its bill Into the hole and picks 
ant the kernel bit by bit.—Savannah 
News.

It MTCT rains la the United State 


•><*** at Utica, In, tbe State of New 
York, aud sometimes in the Stale of 
Ortcon. It lias been known to ai>riukle 
to th* Borough of -Manhattan,'- and 
there l» on occasion a iieavy mint in 
Brooklyn. But at Manila, wnen tbe 
rainmakers take off their coats and go 
at it in earnest, there is a precipita- 
tion tlttt makes tbe rain gauge*; at the 
observatory get busy, with themselves, 
and stay busy for sometimes a week 
at" a spell. There is no language of hy- 
perbole in speaking of raiu there. Not 
only does it rain to beat the band and 
the ears and the Dutch and all the rest 
of .the push, but it keeps on raining 
after it lias got them all beaten a block. 
That is the part that jars. 


There were dajs when it seemed to 


the casual observer, who hod just float- 
ed in at headquarters by the banca 
route or ,in a cast'o, that the campaign 
wa» being delayed by undue depth of 
water in the neighborhood of the cam- 
paigners. There were supply ships in 
the bay that ao easeo went near for al- 
most three weeks. The wind howled. 
the raiu soared, the waves rose, and 
if Washington did its duty by Manila, 
there went forth from tue national cap- 
ital the information that the insurrec- 
tion in the Philippine-s would not be 
suppressed until the rainy season was 
over. The veterans of last year sat 
around and said: "Oh, you ought to 
have been at Camp Dewey. There was 
where it rained a bit on its own hook. 
Why, I have waked up time and time 
again Just in time 1o catch my grip- 
Back with everything I had in the 
world with me floating out under the 
tent Hap. Why, this is only a gentle 
de'w to what we got down there." 


In Manila the venders of grass for 


the ponies delivered it in bant-as skil- 
fully navigated along the streams at 
the sides of the stivers. Along the line 
the men on outpost duty stood their 
tours in trees or in boats, and some- 
times had to swim to their posts. 


According to thp records at the ob- 


servatory the month of July was pecul- 
iar in several particulars. Its rainfall 
was almost unprecedented., and nearly 
all of it occurred in the three weeks be- 
tween the 2d and i!2d. 
In that per- 


iod the city was under the influence of 
various'cj-clonic centres that traversed 
either the Pacific or the China seas. 
There wer three distinct typhoons. The, 
first was on the Pacihc side of Luzon, 
and drifted up around the north end of 
the island, passing on to Formosa aud 
the westernmost of the Japanese Isl- 
ands. Curiously it was the itilliience 
of this disappearing storm that on the 
•9th and 10th gave Manila a taste of 
real ability to rain, the precipitation 
for those two days being fourteen and 
a half inches. 


The signals were hardly down after 


this storm than they went up again for 
a new one that had formed in the 
China sea to the west of Luzon and 
marched slap bang into tide continent 
of Asia. 


Then came the star of the whole ag- 


gregation. Of this the observatory bul- 
letin for July says: 


"Tliis storm, perhaps the most re- 


markable of the mouth, affected the 
weather of Manila more especially on 
the 18th. 19th aud 20th. On the 18th 
the storm was X. K. and far dlsjrnnt 
from Luzon, and its cyclonic influence 
reached out at the same time to Japan 
and the Philippines: the centre seemed 
to move then with a marked tendency 
to westward toward the island of For- 
mosa, bui on and after the 10th it in- 
clined northward, and on the 21*t the 
centre was off Shanghai, where the 
storm raged with great intensity, do- 
ing considerable damage. The barom- 
eter fell to 2 
{.» inches." 


In the three days thus specified Ma- 


nila caught a terrific downpour. Near- 
ly two feet of water fell, and the town. 
that had been traveling in rowboats 
during the first typhoon began to con- 
template the advisability of getting in 
a few arks of modern design aud ap- 
proved accommodation fcr a long stay, 
Then the real joy of life in Manila be- 
gan to show itself in the blue mold 
that grew to phenomenal dimensions 
on one's clothing. If you watched your 
bouts for a little while \ on could see it 
start, aud over night it would attain 
a length that would entitle it to enter 
a -waving match with a North Dakota 
wheat field just ready for the self- 
binder. 
With four pounds of pure 


camphor in every compartment of your 
wardrobe the mold attacked undaunt- 
ed, it advanced on both flanks, front 
and f*ar at the same time. 
Nothing 


could withstand it. Oiled paper was a 
laughing stock. It pervaded i-ven the 
sacred precincts of zinc-lined trunks 
and tin boxes built especially to keep 
it out- Alcohol lamps, kept burning in 
the wardrobes at the Imminent risk 
of the total destruction of the contents | 
by fire, made faint impressions on the \ 
persistent mold.

"Art .Notes" Now lit Circulation. 
Mow tht Xew IMtt«ru» Are Belug 
Turned Out. 
The people of this country will be 


spejidlng,several new kinds of money 
soon. 
Already n few ,<i>eelmens of 


it have been printed in Washington, 
but the Treasury will uot be prepared 
10 is»u» it for a while yet. bmiuse id 
takes a (good many millions of notes 
and certificates to till the demand, aud 
after they have gone through the 
presses they have to dry for weeks 
verv slowly, so that the ink on them 
may hot blur in handling. Besides, only 
the one-dollar and two-dollar silver 
certiiicsnes are finished; the tlrst de- 
sign for the live-dollar certificates has 
been rejected by the Secretary of the. 
Treasury, and the other denominations 
:uv to come. 
The reason for preparing these new 


designs for the paper currency is sim- 
ply that those which adorn the bills 
no'w in ciiculatioa are not considered 
satisfactory. As one Treasury official 
said the other day: "The pattern of 
the present one-dollar note wouldn't 
make a dec-en I newspaper cut." A 
couple of years ago the Government 
Bureau of Engraving ..i.."ided that 
what the countty really wanted was 
artistic money, aud it hired some well- 
known artists to execute designs for 
the various denominations of certifi- 
cates and notes. It was u beautiful 
idea, but somehow it has not proved a 
success. These high-art bills uo\v iu 
circulation, with their allegorical pic- 
tures and ornamental shields, wreaths 
and things, have excited nothing but 
derision on the part of the public and 
most particularly disgust iu bunks and 
counting rooms, where their obscure 
numbers have made them difficult, to 
reckon. 


'•A money note is a piece of work 


purely technical." said the Treasury 
official above quoted, •'and the purpose 
of its design is as far as possible away 
from an idea which an artist has in 
mind when he sits down to make a 
pretty picture. One hangs a picture on j 
the wall, or it may be suitable for :i 
portfolio: the design of a bill requires 
first of all the quality of enduring 
wear with least possible injury. It lias 
to pass through the greasy hands of the 
butcher, and across the sloppy counter 
of the beer-Keller; it is crumbled iu the 
pocket of the car conductor, and there 
is no sort of abuse that it is not liable 
to undergo. 
Accordingly, every ele- 


ment in the makeup of the pattern 
ought to have special reference to dur- 
ableness. The principal lettering should 
be bold and black, so as not to be easily 
obliterated, and a good strong partrait 
is not only hard to obscure, but Is the 
best safeguard against counterfeiting." 


About •"><• per cent, of the surface of 


the new bills on both sides Will he left 
blank—firstly, in order to show tin; 
lilires of the paper better, ami, s.-i-ond- 
ly, designs more \i\Ull.\ ami clearly. 
One trouble with the "art notes" is 
that their designs confuse the eye, 
making it more easily actually for a 
counterfeit to pass. The paper money 
about to be tasucd. on The other hand. 
IN almost severely plain. An eagle with 
outspread wings is the principal orna- 
ment if the face of the one-dollar silver 
certiticnt". a portiait of Lincoln being 
emrnived underneath it. The ligure 1 
and the Treasury seal are in bright 
blue, and both seal aud denominational 
number Avill be of this color on all of 
th'e new certllicates.'so that the latter 
may be distinguishable at a glance 
finni United States notes ami bank 
notes. The two-dollar certilicate has a 
head of Washington. 


The Treasurj people say Hint the 


value of the portrait as a safeguard 
against counterfeiting lies in the fact 
that we are all of us more familiar 
with human faces than any other ob- 
jects in the world. We are accustomed 
to recognize our friends, and very soon 
we w ill become so well acquainted 
with a face on a new bill as to notice 
the smallest alteration in its expres- 
sion. A steel engraved po:trait i 
-not 


be perfectly imitated, and the d.ifi,'- 
ence of a line will produce a change 
in tbe expression which any one will 
perceive at a glance. The "art notes" 
have portraits on their backs, lait these 
being printed in mven are comparative- 
ly obscure, and the face of a bill, any- 
way, is the side usually examine.!. 


Experts admit that a note can be 


made handsomer by engraving it all 
over, but they say that a few scat- 
tered fragments of design, very elabor- 
ate, are most difficult to counterfeit 
successfully. The now bills have com- 
paratively simple patterns 
on their 


backs, but the geometrical lathe work 
used is at the same time very com- 
plicated in its traceries, so as almost 
to defy imitation. All denominational 
figures are made large ami plain, cspe- 
cialh at the corners of the face, so as 
tn render counting easy. 
In some of 


the "art notes" these all-important fig- 
ures are actually obscured in an at- 
tempt to make them decorative. 


The in>re paper will be retained in 


the new bills, not withstanding objec- 
tions made to it by some experts, who 
tirire that it is practically worthless as 
Ji protection against counterfeiting. It 
was used long ago for a considerable 
time by the Government, but was dis- 
continued because 
the people who 


owned the patent for it demanded an 
exorbitant royalty for the privilege of 
employing it. In the issue of United 
States notes of 1W.) the ingenious 
scheme was originated of placing a 
band of colored fibres on the left hand 
side of the denominations under $~M, 
and ou the right hand s'nle of the larg- 
er denomination*, the object of this ber 
ing to beat that enterprising gentle- 
man.

close quarters iu the world. It is very 
sharp and so heavy that it will smash 
any sword in pieces (hat I have seen. 
They use them iu the right hand and 
a long, heavy dagger in the left. 
I 


had one of the many amigos who could 
handle the bolo go through the motions 
for me. and it was truly wonderful. 
The rapidity of his moves were such 
that tl-e eye could hardly follow them, 
anil nil the time he kept a constant 
guard. 
The bolo is to cut, no point; 


the dagger is used to stab, no edge. 
When the bolo men tried the same tac- 
tics on our men that they were accus- 
tomed to employ so successfuHyagainsc 
the Spaniards, they were killed iu large 
numlHM-s. as our men did not run. but 
simply shot them. 
Now so many of 


these men have been killed, there ar»- 
fewer of them to a gun. and they are 
not able to get the dead away quite as 
well as formerly. 


"If your servant goes away for a day 


or two, you can be certain he is with 
the insurgents and in some tight. It 
is too com mou to excite comment here 
when an officer's servant, who has 
been absent several days, is found in 
the insurgents' uniform killed or is 
brought into our hospital for treat- 
ment."

for Lackawamia Wreck. 


WHOLE FAMILY KILLED. 


Engineer'* Reckless Speed is Said to 


Be Responsible For the disaster at 
Paterson—One More Victim Likely 
to Be Added to the Fatal List—Tho 
Wreckage Cleared Away.

Pator«on, N. J., Deo. 1.—One more 


victim is certain to be added to the six 
killed in the wreck on the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western road, physi- 
c-ians at St. Joseph's Hospital pro- 
nouncing the case of George H. White, 
of Ithara, hopeless. 


Of the injured at St. Joseph's Hos- 


pital, J. Sterling Bmilh, a nephew of 
General Jot» Wheeler, is in tfie worst 
condition, next to White. Smith's left 
lep has been amputated at the hospital. 
He worried much over the loss of a 
portfolio conUilnlnsr valuable papers 
until he was shown the receipt for the 
paicel by one of the Sisters of Charity. 


David Roe was informed of his wife's 


death by one of the Sisters some hours 
after the accident. 


IJo- was in a very weak condition and 


continually moaned for his wife. He 
said hi- was sure she had been killed 
by his side, in the second from the last 
coach. At first the hospital nurses told 
him his wife was not hurt. When 
finally told of her death he began to 
rave and his shrieKs could be heard in 
the hospital grounds. It is expected 
that he will recover unless he sustain- 
ed internal injuries. 


The officials of the road extended 
•very facility to relatives and friends 
of the injured and the newspaper men 
n the obtaining of information. Gen- 
eral ."Superintendent K, G. Russell and 
D>\ifelon Superintendent R. Du Puy 
were in Paterson tho greater part of 
,ho iltiy Thursday, personally attending 
to those who came to inquire after the 
victims of the disaster in St. Joseph's 
Hospital. 


"I tlo not believe in a po'icy of sup- 


pressing the facts in a case of this 
kind," said Mr. Russell. "The friends 
of those injured In a railroad accident 
ar.- entitled to the fullest infotmation. 
!>nd so is the public That is why pvery 
opportunity Is afforded the reporters to 


t the information they seek. That 


has always been my policy, and always 
will be, although I hope it will be a 
very long time before there shall b'' a 
lopetition of Wednesday night's fatal 
accident."

New York, Dec. 1.—General Superin- 


tendent IS. O. Russell, of the Delawaip, 
Litiekawaiina and Western Railway, 
has given out the follow ing 
official 


statement In regard to the wreck of 
the Buffalo Express on the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railway: 


"Train 
No. 96 overtook No. 6 at 


Dover and picked irp a flagman, who 
had been sent back. It overtook No. 6 
again at Tjincoln Park, a few miles 
west of Paterson, and the No. 6 flag- 
man returned to his tram. Those in 
charge of train No. 96 were fully cog- 
nizant of the whereabouts of No. 6. 
Notwithstanding this, No. 96 seems to 
have entered Paterson at a careless 
rate of speed and to have run into No. 
6. which was doing her regular dis- 
charging of passengers. 


"I understand that the head of No. 


S. which was a long-train, was at the 
station. The cars telescoped were day 
conches, but the five ahead were a 
sleeper," two chair coaches, a baggage 
car and a smoker. Under the circum- 
stances those in.charge of No. 96 seem 
to be wholly culpable. All the crew 
have been suspended and the fullest in- 
\estigation will be made." 


Conductor E. Burritt and Engineer 


Riordan of train No. 96 both declare 
that the last signal between West Pat- 
erson and the Barclay street station 
was twelve miles away. Thinking that 
the Buffalo train was safely out of the 
wa>. and being eleven minutes behind 
time, they said they Avent ahead at a 
little more than full speed, and knew of 
no trouble until they saw Snedaker 
of No. 6 waving the red lantern. Then 
the engine was reversed and the brakes 
applied, but the train was going at 
such a rate .of speed, that the collision 
rould rot be prevented. 


A flasrman had been sent back to sig- 


nal train No. 96, hut he had not gone 
far enough to allow Rlordan time to 
stop. Hiorflan ^remained on his loco- 
motJv« and escaped Injury. His fire- 
man. Daniel Maxwell, of Hackettatown, 
jumped and In this way received se- 
vere Injuries.

possible haste, as more dangerous and 
severe flighting' is looked for in the next 
few days than has yet occurred. 


Authentic Despatches Scarce. 


London, Dec. 1.—Only two authentic 


dispatches have been received since 
Thursday by the War Offlco, or the 
newspapers, from the columns of Lord 
Methupri, Clory, Hllyard, or Gatacre, 
excepting: the one tfllinp of the wound- 
ing: of Lord Metliuen. It is Known that 
this Is not due to interrupted cables. 
The only other cause Is the censorship, 
and the silence Is laken to mean that 
very important strategic movements 
are undor way. 


A striking: example of the strictness 


of the censorship Is revealed in the con- 
versation between the editor of a lead- 
ing London paper and a high official of 
the "War Ofllce. The former was anx- 
ious to leain something about a cer- 
tain correspondent, from •whom noth- 
ing- had been recelv«d In a week. Fear- 
Ing, perhaps, that he had been killed 
or wounded, the editor made inquiries 
at the War Office. 


"Oh, 
he is all rlirht, and Is cabling 


your paper every day," said the of- 
ficial, "but ynu won't p^t any of his 
despatches for some time." 


An extraordinary diversity of opin- 


ion sterns to oxist as to whether the 
Modder River battta was fought on the 
north or south bank, of the river. When 
Methuen's telegram V-RS first received, 
it was the opinion at the War Olllee 
that the action had been fought on the 
soi-th bank, but the opposite view was 
t:iken by many-milluiry experts. 


Now opinion at the War Office is 


much' divided. Tha supposition that 
thf> forcos wore on opposite sides woujd 
be the official one, but this cannot be 
reconciled with pome of the phraseology 
of Lord Methuen's telegram. Had the 
Boers elected to fight with the river at 
their backs, defeat must have spelt an- 
nihilation, as it is inconceivable how 
thi' pnssaKP of the stream could have 
been made with safety, with a deter- 
mined enemy pursuing them. 


A short distance to the east of th-1 


railway the rivers Iliet and Modder 
make a fork, running roughly north- 
e.ast and southwest. It is very pos- 
sible that the Boers awaited the Brit- 
ish attack on the eastern side of this 
fork, the right resting on the Modder 
and the left on the Riet. 


Battled For Ten Hours. 


London, Dec. 1.—The War Office has 


received the following despatch from 
General Buller, dated

Town, 


Tuesday, November 28:— 


"General Methuen reports:— 
"Reconnoitred at flve A. M. enemy's 


position on River Plodder and found 
them strongly entrenched 
and 
con- 


cealed. No means of outflanking the 
river. 


"Full action commenced with artil- 


lery, mounted .infantry and cavalry at 
half -past -rl\«. Guard on the right, 
Ninth brigudejon tfie left. 
" 'Attacked"ppsltion* in widely- ex- 


tended formation at half»-past six, and, 
supported by thre"aTtillery, troops found 
themselves in front of the whole Boer 
force, eight thousand strong, with two 
!arjre guns, four Krupps, &c. 
" 'The naval brigade rendered great 


assistance from the railway. 
" 'After desperstt, hard fighting, 


which lasted ten hours, our men, with- 
out water or food and In >the burnfngf 
sun, made the enemy quit his position. 
" 'General Pole-Carew was successful 


in getting a small party across the riv- 
er, gallantly assisted by 300 sappers. 
" 'I speak in terms of high praise of 


the conduct of all who were engaged 
In one of the hardest and most trying 
fights In the annals of the British 
army. If I can mention one arm par- 
ticularly, it is two batteries of artil- 
.lery.' " 


Cstcourt Cut Off Again. 


Estcourt, Nov. 24 (Delaytd In trans- 


mission.)—Communication has been 
cut again. There was a fight yesterday 
(probably the one at Beacon Hill) in 
ulilch the British carried the enemy's 
position at dawn. It was not held, how- 
ever, and our troops returned to the 
camp at 9 o'clock. Our loss was four- 
teen killed and seventy-one wounded. 
Major Hobbs, of the West Yorkshire, In 
a prisoner, but not wounded. The Boer 
artillery had a range superior to the 
British.

The natives proposed that 
he should procure the delivery to them 
of the arms and munitions of the Span- 
ish garrison, undertaking. If this were 
accomplished, to send the Spaniards 
and Americans to the Yorktown. 


A sailor of 
Lieutenant Glllrnore'.s 


partv carried this proposition to the 
garrison. The Spanish commandant 
replied that it was an Insult to Spanish 
aims, and expelled the sailor, a Span- 
ish soldier firing upon him as he went. 


The Americans were then bound hand 


and foot and taken to San Isidro. where 
General Luna ordered their execution. 
They were marched to the plaza and, in 
the presence of a great crowd, were 
lined up to be executed. 


Lieutenant Gillmore said: 
"As an American officer and gentle- 


man, I protest against being shot with 
rny hands tied." 


Aguinaldo then interfered and pre- 


vented the execution.
